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(57) Abstract: Method of manufacturing a lamp comprising a transparent vessel (1) containing a gas filling, a luminous element 
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the lead wire extends from said pinched portion, characterized in that said liquid is a solution of a compound comprising a positive 
ion of a material chosen for its propensity to react with oxidized lead wire material so as to form the protective coating. 
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
